Johanasen, the biologist of the 
party, has obtained au extensive col- 
lection of fauna and — insects. while 
Anderson himself has secured five 
hundred specimens of birds, their 
eggs and nests, and photos of Arctic 
animals.

Geologists with the expedition sur- 
veved the Arctic shores from 
Krusenstern to Cape Bathurst, and 
have rectified the coastline roughly 
laid down by previous explorers, 

Anderson was caught in the ice off 
Baillie Island, where the ship was 
forced to winter. During the winter 
of 1914 he attempted to get in touch 
with civilization at Fort Norman, on 
the Mackenzie River. but the snow 
was §0 heavy that the attempt was 
abandoned.

A remarkable tribe of primitives 
who live in wigwams, live on meat, 
'and consider ;eading and writing an 
accontplishment has been discovered 
in the wilds of Siberia by the Siberian 
expedition of the University of Penn- 
‘ svlvania Museum.

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GERMANY NOW AT BREAKING POINT 
~ UNDER HEAVY STRAIN OF THE WAR 


HAS RESOLVED INTO A QUESTION OF HOLDING ON 


The Distinctive Military Quality o1 the British is Their Ability to 
Hold on, and in the Face of Repeated Reverses, to Live 
Up to Their Ancient Reputation of Winning Out 


A neutral who professes some 
knowledge of military history assert- 
ed the other day that Berlin was 
never able to win more than one great 
fight in any of her wars, “ut that it 
always happened to be the last one. 
Beneath the exaggeration of this opin- 
jon may be discerned the distinctive 
military quality of the British, name- 
ly, their ability to hold on, and in the 
face of repeated reverses to come 
cheerfully and confidently in the final 
grapple, where they have been suc- 
cessful ever since there was a British 
nation. In the present war it has 
been made plain that the British race 
has lost none of its nobler qualities, 
and there is doubt in no quarter as to 
the final issue of the war. This war 
has come to be a question of holding 
on, and bitter and desperate though 
the fight is, our people are entitled to 
a knowledge of the fact that in Ger- 
many the pressure of .the war is be- 
coming daily more pronounced. A cor- 
respondent of the New York Herald at 
Zurich, who has been travelling in 
Germany, finds that a great change 
has come over the people in the past 
six months. 

He hears talk of quitting; the up- 
permost word is not victory, but 
continue to hope for victory. Never- 
theless, it is peace they desire above 
all things. Their fighting spirit is not 
rising, even though the tide of their 

earmies’ victories shows little sign of 

turning. ,On the surface the people 
are with the government and no open 
criticism of the Kaiser appears; but 
underneath he finds a growing discon- 
tent with the continuance of the war, 
which the Germans had expected to 
be over before now. Every month 
that passes takes its heavy toll of 
German lives and imposes fresh hard- 
ships upon the masses of the people. 
The newspapers are now venturing to 
publish letters from the front which 
discourage the notion that the Ger- 
man soldiers are supermen, Germuns 
in the trenches are allowed to inform 
the people at home that bravery and 
military resourcefulness are not ex- 
clusive German characteristics, and 
even to rebuke those who continue to 
madly cheer for the war. 

He says that the recent peace de- 
monstration ordered by the Cardinal 
Archbishop of Cologne would have 
been impossible six months ago, and 
though the actual procession was 
frustrated at the last moment by the 
authorities, they feared to interrupt 
the preparations which had preceded 
it, knowing very well that the Arch- 
bishop represents the feeling in the 
Rhine provinces and in other parts of 
Western and Southern Germany, 
where the majority of the people are 
Roman Catholics; For months past 
the archbishop has been advocating 
peace, and when he announced that 
upon September 26 there would be a

Spent Annually on Liquor in the 

~ Dominion 

As prohibition of the liquor traffic 
during the war is being earnestly dis- 
cussed Jet us briefly consider wheth- 
er such action is necessary and wheth- 
er the people would favor it. 

About one hundred million dollars 
are spent in drink every year in the 
Dominion. Even it it did no harm it 
would be the part of wisdom to save 
that large sum especially, during the 
war, But when we consider that it 
does do much harm and entails .o 
much further expense it seems need- 
less to discuss it. 

In Hngland and the United States 
it is conceded that ten per cent. of all 
deaths are caused directly or indirect- 
ly by drink. If we adopt one-half of 
that percentage for Canada it gives 
us about five thousand deaths caused 
by crink in Canada every year. Where 
there are so many deaths there must 
be a much larger number who are 
more or less injured by it. We shall 
certainly be within the mark if we 
say that ten thousand persons are: 
killed and injured every year by drink.

Again nearly three-fourths of the 
municipalities of Ontario have adopt- 
ed local prohibition of their own ac- 
cord and are so well satisfied with it 
that not one has repealed it in the 
past five years, notwithstanding all 
the efforts of the powerful liquor traf- 
fic. 

A strong indication of the trend of 
public opinion is found in the fact 
that a number of our best papers and 
magazines refuse to carry liquor ad- 
Vertisements into the homes of th«ir 
subscribers. 

Jt will be asked when all these are 
in favor of prokibition who are they 
that are against it and 1 answer the 
liquor interest and the barroom bri- 
gade. The liquor interest is composed 
not , only of the manufacturers and 
sellers of liquor, but all those who 
make profit out of the business, either 
directly or indirectly.

“Of the four army corps, which are 
the most that we had ever thought 
of sending abroad, two and a halt 
were in time for the first clash and 
the others followed. We played: our 
part aS we said we would play it, and 
we won our game, so far as we can 
count gains and losses between Ger- 
many and ourselves. 

‘if Mr. McKenna and Mr. Churchill 
put us in a strong position upon the 
water. Lord Haldane (ex-war secre- 
tary) forged the weapon which was 
to do such great service upon the land 
—the British military machine as we 
and the Germans know it. The splen- 
did territorial army, the officers’ train- 
ing corps which has been of such vital 
service, the conversion of the expedi- 
tionary force into a practical reality 
—all spring from his clear and far- 
seeing mind. 

“When one remembers his long de- 
fence of the territorials, the gibes to 
which he and they were subjected; the 
ridicule with which his assertion was 
met that -they- would have time after 
the outbreak of war to make good 
troops before taking the field, ana 
when one sees how entirely his fore-

“Future generations will, I think, 
look upon Lord Haldane as one of 
the saviors of the country.

“His cold, mathematical brain, his

ideal leader in such a war. 

“And what collaborator in Mr. 
Lloyd George, who supplies exactly 
what a soldier Jacks—the touch with 
the democracy, the power of the burn- 
ing word, acquaintance with practical 
conditions of British life. 

With such men at home. and with 
our Jeaders on sea and Jand, from 
Admiral Jellicoe and Field Marshal 
French downward, we can surely face 
the future with a light heart.

SYNOPSIS OF CANADIAN NORTH- 
WEST LAND REGULATIONS 


THE sole head of a family, or any male over 18 
years old, may homestead a quarter seetion 


of available Dominion land ‘in Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan or Alberta. Applicant must appear 
in person at the Dominion Lands Agency or 
Sub-Agency for the District. Entry by proxy may 
be made at any Dominion Land Agency (but not 
Sub-Agency), on eertain conditions. 

Duties--Six months’ residence upon and cultva- 
tion of the land in each of three years. A home- 
steader may live within nine miles of his homestead 
ona farm of at least 80 acres, on certain conditions. 
A habitable house is required, except where resi- 
dence is performed in the vicinity. ; 

In certain districts a homesteader in good standing 
may pre-empt'a quarter-section alongside his home- 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre. 

Duties---Six months residence in each of six years 
after earning homestead patent ; also 50 acres extra 
cultivation. Pre-emption patent may be obtained as 
soon as homestead patent, on certain conditions. 

A settler who has exhausted his homestead 
right may take a purchased homestead in certain 
districts. Price $3.00 per acre. Duties--Must reside 
six months in each of three years, cultivate 50 acres 
and erect a house worth $320.00. 

The area of cultivation is subject to reduction in 
case of rough, scrubby or stony land. Live stock 
may be substituted for cultivation under certain con- 
ditions.

Electricity Will Run Biggest American Battleship

ORK on the battleship Cal- 
ifornia., the keel of which 
was recently laid, {8 pro- 
gig ssing well at the 

Brooklyn navy card. The Callfornia 

has been designed with an eye to the 

adaptation of all modern !mprovements 


in vessels of war and will be one of the 


three battleships which 
largest and most effective ever bullt for 
our navy and will rank favorably with 
the great superdreadnaughts of Euro- 
an powers. 
ONO sual laying has ever created the 
interest in this country that attaches 
to the recent ceremony. The California 


will be the,!s to be the first electrically propelled 


battleship, and the secretary of the 
navy fs authority for the statement that 
she {s the forerunner of other splendid 
fighting craft of perhaps a mightier 
type. The secretary said the people of 
the country realize that this is a day 
when preparedness ig essentlal, and the

For the first tlme Secretary Daniels 
told the story of the great super- 
dreadnaught that is to be. “The uses,” 
he said, “to which electricity has been 
put are well nigh countless, but it 
seems significant that electric propul- 
sion for the modern battleship is first 
to be Installed upon the splendid man- 
of-war whose keel we have met to lay 
The electric drive !s one of the latest 
results of the ploneer spirit in the utl- 
lization of electric force, It-is a source 
of pride that the American navy {s in- 
itiating the movement for its use upon 
battleships. 

“It may be sald that the battleship 
California represents one of the great- 
est advances in modern marine engl- 
neering. Electric propulsion has been 
widely discussed in all countries for 
several years, but the United States is 
the only nation which has got past the 
discussion stage. For two years anda 
half the 20,000 ton collier Jupiter has 
been using the only electrical high pow- 
er marine Installation afloat. 

“The California is the logical out- 
come of the department's experiments 
on the Jupiter, and she will be the first 
battleship in the world to be propelled 
by electricity. The combination of the 
electric drive and oll fuel will enable 
her, at ten knots speed—the speed al- 
ways calculated by navy experts for 
endurance—to steam for nine days 
longer than a coal burning dread- 
Naught. In other words, the California 
will be able to steam nearly twice as 
far as the Wyoming or Arkansas. 

“Her sister ships, the new Mississip- 
pi and Idaho, bullding at Newport 
News and Camden respectively, will 
share with the California the distinc- 
tion of belng the largest battleships 
yet built or building for our navy. The 
limit of cost of each of these men-of- 
war, exclusive of armor and armament, 
{s $7,800,000, while the actual contract 
prices of the three vessels show a con- 
siderable saving from these figures 
The Callfornia completed will repre- 
sent an outlay of about $15,000,000. - 

“The fourteen inch guns which she ts 
to mount, having extreme battle ranges 
and greater striking power than any 
naval gun now in use, offer the advan- 
tage of allowing the mounting of twelve 
of them on a single ship, as against 
eight guns of the fifteen inch type 
which have been adopted by some other 
navies. : 

“With a length over all of 624 feet, 
a length on water Iine of 600 feet and 
extreme breadth of 97 feet 41% inches: 
with a draft of thirty feet, a displace- 
ment of 32,000 tons and a speed of 
twenty-one knots, and with an arma- 
ment, In addition to her twelve four- 
teen-inch high powered guns in four 
turrets,.of a secondary battery of twen- 
ty-twy five-inch rapid fire guns, and 
witk four submerged torpedo tubes ca- 
pable of firing the largest type of tor- 
pedoes, the California will be one of tho 
most formidable ships of war afloat.”

Forest Nursevies 
Future Timber Supplies Are Being 
Provided For Through Re- 
planting 
The state of New York has planted 
on state lands, up to the end of 1914, 
over four and a half million trees, 
enough, at the rate of 1,200 trees per 


jucre, to reforest nearly 3,800 acres of, 


land. From the state nurseries there 
have been sold to private landowners, 
for reforestration purposes, over thir- 
teen million trees,’ while more than 
two and a quarter million have been 
furnished free of charge to state insti- 
tutions. 

In Canada, similar work, though on 
a somewtiat smaller scale, is being 
done by the provincial nurseries 
St. Williams’ Ont., and Berthierville, 
Quebec. Similarly, the Dominion For- 
estry Branch has a Jarge nursery at 
Indian Head, Sask., and another is in 
process of preparation at Sutheriand, 
Sask., from which nursery stock will 
be available during 1916. The number 
of trees shipped from the Indian Head 


‘nursery hag steadily increased from 


over two and a half millions in 1970 


to about three and three-quarter mil- 


lions in 1914, These trees are distri- 
buted among farmers throughout the 
prairie provinces, inainly for shelter: 
belte, woodlots and the beautification

The hog house should be large 
and light, and kept dry and tree trom 
filth, The cement floor is a good 
thing as it can be kept clean more 
easily than any other kind: but 
plenty of litter should be allowed.

When the weather 
is good, the hogs should be let out 
into a yard each day, and should be 
fed and shut up early.

A young bacteriologist named 
Schrettenserger, who is a_ private 
soldier, was crouching in a trench 
waiting to get his chance at the enemy 
when his exe rested upon a peculiar 
growth on the earthern barrier in 
front of him. The scientific mind as- 
serted itself over the military sense, 
and he began wondering what it, 
might be. He decided that it was 
something which he had never seen 
before. He gathered up a quantity of 
it and sent it to his preceptor, Prof. 
Delbroueck., in whose laboratory he 
had worked, and asked if its growth 
had ever been identified. That was 
the start of an investigation which 
resulted in the announcement that a 
“fat microbe” had been found. The 
microbe, acting on a solution of beet! 
sugar, produces a ferment on yeast 
which contains 17 per cent. of fat, 43 
per cent. of hydrocarbons and 31 per 
cent. of albumen. The yeast is first 
turned out in the form of a dry pow- 
der, from which the tat is then ex- 
tracted.
